•In . a Disaster Which Overtook a Street 
Car at Cleveland. 

Cleveland, Nov. 1&—The people of 
tliis city stood appalled yesterday, when 
they realized the full horror of the terri¬ 
ble accident 'winch occurred Saturday 
evening on the big central viaduct and the 
story of how a motor-car, loaded with men 
women and children, had plunged through 
the open draw, straight down 100 feet into 
the river, was told over and over again. 

The number of victims thus far is 15. 
All of the dead have been identified, but 
four persons, who were supposed to have 
been on the ill-fated car as it made the 
awful plunge, are still missing, and there 
seems to be no doubt that their bodies 
will be taken from the bottom of the 
river when the heavy iron tracks of the 
wrecked motor are raised. 

August Rogers, the motorman, who has 
been held as a witness, was last night 
charged with manslaughter. This action 
waa taken by Chief of Police Hoehn after 
he had investigated the accident. The 
coroner announced that- he would not begin 
the inquest until the bodies now supposed 
to be in the river had been recovered.
